TILLER'S GRIP. 


He Lost It at Milwaukee This 
Morning. 


Prentice Tiller, Alias Pachen, Be- 
hind the Bars. 


Between $80,000 and $90,000 Rolled 
Out ona Trunk Store Floor, 


The Young Robber Wearing a Red Wig 
and Dressed as a Tramp. 


The Arrest Made by a Man Sent 
From St. Louis. 


A Telegram Which He Sentin a Moment 
of Forgetfalness Precipitates His 
Trouble — McFadden, Tiller’s Pal, 
Jailed at Sherman, Texas.

MILWAUKEE, W1s., Mareh 13,—At a late hour 
yesterday aiternoon a young man dressed in the 
garb of a workingman called at Carpeles & 
Sebram’s siore on east Water street and 
purchased a trunk He earried with him 
a satchel which he requested to be 
placed in the trunk and shipped to him by the 
American Express company to Detroit, giving his 
name as C,H. Pachen. After his departure, one 
of the salesmen, Charles J. Jetter, for some un- 
explained reason, opened the satchel and fouud 


large eavelopes marked “Pacific Express Com- 
pany.” 

THE DISCOVERY 
yea to the belief that a huge ropbery 
had been conimmitted, and the local 
detectives were immediately notified and 
the money and  i=jewels  deposiied in 
the Merchants’ Exchange Bank, pending a thor- 
ongh investigation. All the detectives were at 
once put at work on the case to apprehend the 
bold thief, an accurate description of the man 
having been furnished them at Carpeles & 
Schram’s. Itdid not take Detective McManus 
long to make up his mind that 
the mysterious Pachen was no oth- 
er than Prentice  Tilier, who robbed 
the Pacific Fxpress Office at St. Louis on the 2d 
of this month of about $75,000 in money and 
various valuable packages. 

TILLER ARRIVED 
in this city at ap early hour last Saturday morn- 
ing, putting up at Simon Riuk’s 
Hotel, on Milwaukee street, 
*“L. H. Poynton, Chicago.” On Tuesday after- 
noon a trunk caime by the United States Express 
Company, adaressed to Poynton, which was left 
at Rink’s. Last night the trunk was opened by 
the detectives and found to contain several 
checks, the value of which aggregates thousands 
of dollars. The police were inclined to the belief 
that be had visited some house of prostitution, 
and a large number were searched last night in 
the hope of finding him. Besides six detectives, 
twenty patroimen in citizens’ clothes 

SCOURED THE CITY 
during the entire night, and remaining the 
whole night at Rink’s Hotel. for tnree or four 
daysa Chicago detective named Hancock has 
been in the city working up the case. He totally 
ignored the local detectives, for tear, it is said, 
that they might make the capture of Tiller and 
secure the reward of $12,000 for his 
apprehension, and 10 per cent of the 
money recovered. Detective McManus a day or 
two ago got an inkiing that Tiller might possibly 
be in this city, since which time be has been work- 
ing diligently on the case, ‘taking 
scarcely time to eat or sleep. He had 
but a meager description of the man and failed.

The Money Placed in Bank. 

MILWAUKEE, March 13.—Prentice Tiller, whe 
decamped from St. Louis with nearly $100,000 be- 
longing to the Pacific Express Uompanya few, 
weexs ago, was arrested at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing by a Milwaukee detective, and $80,000 of 
the money recovered. A young man, 
looking like a tramp, with a smaitil 
mustache, brown hair, slight buid, 
unobtrusive features and about 135 pounds weight 
bought a trunk at the store of Carpeles & Schram 
on Tuesday and asked to have it shipped to 
G. “H, Pachen, Detroit, Michigan. He left 
a vValise which he asked to have placed 
inside the trunk to save him the trouble of car- 
ryipg iit. When about to put the 
valise in the trunk the clerk 
dropped it and the elasps burst asunder, the 
bulging contents rolling out on the floor. On 
gathering up the bundles he found them wrapped 
in Pacific Express Company labels, and, on closer 
examination, it was disclosed that every pack- 
age 


CONTAINED A PRIZE, 
the total amounting to nearly $80,000. The po- 
lice were notified, and, with a description of 
the man, traced bim to a cheap 
boarding-house in the Third Ward, 
but he was not athome. They found his trunk 
and seized it, as the boarding-house people said 
the man was frequently out all night. The police 
contiaued searching the city, thinking he must 
be onaspree. This morning he returned to the 
trunk store to ask about the valise, and was ar- 
rested. He has been at the Third Ward 
boarding-house since March 8 hut it 
is not known whether or not he 
boarded anywhere else before that, Besides the 
money there wasa large amount of valuabie 
Jewelry in the valise. The money was placed ia 
the Merchants’ Exchange Bank. 


McFadden the Pal. — 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SHERMAN, TEXaS, March 13.—A few days age 
the City Marshal of Sherman received a letter 
froin the Chief of Police of St. Louis to the effect 
thata certain man named George McFadden, 
believed to be concerned in the robbery of 
the Pacific Express Uompany there onthe 2d 
of March, haa left for Texas and intended to stop 
in Sherman. His name and deseripiion were 
given so minutely that he was easily recognized, 
and on his arrival here a telegram was sent noti- 
fylug the St. Louis officers of the fact. Ina few 
hours a dispatch came ordering bis arrest aud de- 
tention, but he had secured a job on the 
Texas and Pacific Railway as car repairer, and 
had been sent about ninety miles east to repair 
some cars lately wrecked at that point. This 
dispatch reached our police on Tuesday, Mareh 
li, and when they went to get him they 
learned he was zone. They eonelnded to search 
his baggage left at the Sherman House, where he 
had taken board. A careful search failedto dis- 
cover any burgiar’s tools or other marks of crook-

This Car came in yesterday, and the St. Louis of- 
ficers are now in the eity, awaiting the 
necesgary requisition papers from Gov. Ire- 
land, when he will be taken bacg 
to the scene of his misdeeds for trial. McFadden 
has been engaged on the Texas Pacific Road here 
for several months and got a furlough about 
the last day of February to visit St. 
Louis. He was there when the robbery occurred, 
returned to Sherman on the 10th and was arrest- 
ed at 3 o’clock a.m. on the 12th. He is a special 
friend of Tiller’s, the prificipal in the ropbery, 
and it appears that a sirong chain of circum- 
stances 

CONNECT HIM WITH IT. 
Statements  berein made 
gathered under difficulties, for our 
officers have been enjoined te 
secrecy,so that they were not at liberty to divulge 
the facts of the case. McFadden secured coun- 
sel yesterday morning. The St. Louis officials ar- 
rived 50 soon aiter iis arrest that the case 
was not brought beforc the eourt * until 
this morning. A motion was made to quash tite 
complaint, but the case will come up at 2 o'clock 
to-day. Capt. Tom Brown, counsel for defendant, 
the prisoner, says he was with Tiller in Louisville 
five years andtwo years in St. Louis: also that 
Tiller don’t do a damn fool job.

He Had @3,000. 
By Teiegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., March 13.—Prentice Tilier 
was arrested bere to-day bya Milwaukee detec- 
tive. He had $3,000 on nis person. Previous to 
the arrest the police had already recovered over 
$75,000, which fell into their hands through the 
carelessness of Tiller. A valise left at the trunk 
store of Carpeies, Schram & Co., 304 East Water 
street by an unknown man Wednesday afternoon, 
with orders that it be shipped to him in Detroig 
in a new trunk which he had purchased, was 

ACCIDENTALLY OPENED 
and found to contaia a very large sum of 
money inclosed in packages of the 
Pacifie Express Company, which immediately led 
to the supposition that the money was that stolen 
by Prentice Tiller from the Pacifie Express office 
at St. Louis. Un Tuesday forenoon the man pur- 
chased at Carpéles, Schram & Oo.’s store a trunk 
for $23, and requested that it be left there until 
yesterday.Aboul 2:30 o’ciock yesterday afternoon 
the man appeared atthe store with a valise and 
requestea Cuas. J. Jetter, be head ‘salesman, 
to place the valise in the trunk and ship it 
to him at Detroit, giving his name as G. H 
Pachen, whereupon he left the store 
while the falise was being handied, the lock on 
it accidentally broke, and as it opened part of the 
contents fell out,and on the floorlaya large 
amount of money and jewelry. An examimation 
was made, and packages found in ihe valise were 
discovered to be the property of the Pacific Ex- 
press Company, when one of the members of the 
firm was notified. At once it was believed that 
THE MONEY 

was that stolen from the Pacific Express Com- 
pany, judging from the reports ia the newspapers, 
Pendimg further investigation, the valige 
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‘and contents were taken to the Merchants’ 
Exchange Bank. The local authorities were 
notified, and all the detectives were put to work 
on the case, an accurate description of the man 


who left the valise being given them, but 
up. to the time of going to press 
no arrest had been made. The description given 
by the employes corresponds with the description 
sent out bythe St. Louis officials, leaving no 
doubt but that the man who teft the valise at the 
store was Prentice Tiller. The most plausible 
theory as to what became of [Tiller after leav- 
ing the valise was that he took passage on the 
propeller Wisconsin, which left here last might 
for Grapd Haven, from there to go by rail to 
Detroit, where he would await the arrival of the 
tronk and then cross over the river into Canada, 
In the meantime, however, 
THE POLICE SEARCHED 

all the bouses of ill-lame, but without success. 
To-day a detective was set to watch the trunk- 
store. others searched the hotels and boarding- 
houses, and it was learned thathe was boarding 


at a cheap German lodging place in the 
Third Ward. His room was  search- 
ed, but no trace of any other 


property except a black leather trunk coulda be 
obtained. About 10 o’clock the man who had 
left the valise at the trunk store put in his ap- 
pearance there and asked if it had been 
shipped awav. Mr. Carpeles ran out upon 
the street forthe detective who was shadowing 
the place,and Tiller was arrested. 
A GREAT CROWD GATHERED 
at the station. and Tiller sat in the back room 
laughing and joking all the forenoon. ‘‘Bhey 
ought to charge these people admission to see m 
and let me make a little money.” he said to 
the chief, When asked about’ the 
circumstances of the robbery he said that he had 
no accomplice, but immediately added that they 
had yet to prove that he robbed the company 
himself. He would not confess, but at times will- 
ingly stated that he was alone through the whole 
affair. The police think 
HE WAS WAITING FOR SOME WOMAN. 

He came here from Chicago last Saturday dressed 
as a tramp with red flannnel round iis neck. He 
never ate withthe other boarders. He did not 


drink anything but soda water or ginger ale. His 
trunk came by express. It is of com- 
mon leather and contained two canvass 


express valises which were full of money pack- 
ages of the money, 

CHARLES J. JATTER, 
the salesman who madetbe discovery of the 
mouey, Was seen this morning. He was asked 
how the discovery was made. “That Ido not 
care to tell at present.” 

“Was the money found in the valise counted by 
you, and how much was there?’ 

“We did not count all the money, but I think 
there was between $80,000 and $90,000 in that va- 
lise.”’ 

“Was there anything else inthe valise besides 
money?” 

“Yes, there was a large amount of valuable 
jewelry.” 

“What was the appearance of the man who left 
the valise?’”’ 

“He looked somewhat like a tramp. -He was a 
young man, with asmall mustache, brown hair 
and of slender build, unobtrusive features and 
weighed about 135 pounds.” 

The r90m in which Tiller was living is in a 
three-story frame building in the Taird Ward,the 
toughest part of the city, a district that is some- 
times called 

“THE BLOODY THIRD.” 
There is only a rickeiy: bed, a broken looking- 
glass and an old lounge as_ furnitures 
There is no carpet, no curtain to the window, 
and being an inner room, the window opens into 
the hall. One lodger had to go through Tiller’s 
room ¢very nigut to reach his own sleeping room, 


aud Tiller spent two nights ‘out and 
ADMITS 
that he was spending money with the ladies. He 


claims to have been out last night with a 
gentleman friend who lives here, but he refuses 
to divulge his name, and the detectives 
here say that Hancock, the St. Louis 
detective, who has beeu here several days work- 
ing the case, refused to give them any particulars 
in addition to the brief description which was 


furnished on the reward bills sent 
‘out by the company, and this af- 
ternoon Philip Carpeles, and the officers 


ofthe Merchants’ Bank are busy counting the 
money, and it is thought that there is nearly 
$80,000 

inthe bundles. Tiller says he has read the morn- 
ing papers every day till this morning, when he 
neglected to, but if he had, he would probably 
have escaped, as they contained columns of ac- 
counts of the fiuding of the money. 


A Talk With Tiller. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 13—A_ Posr- 
DisratcH correspondent interviewed ‘Tiller 
this morning. The prisoner is cool and 
cheerful, andsaid his name and address was 
Prentice Tiller of St. Louis. When asked bow 
he secured the money he said he would not admit 
that he hadtaken anything. The money was 
taken about two weeks ago on Sunday afternoon. 
He said he had no accopuplices, that all the per- 
sons arrested for the theit could easily free them- 
selves. Several attempts were made to draw a 
direct confession of the theft, but Tiller each 
time replied that he did not admit taking any- 
thing. When questioned in regard to the object 
of his visit to Milwaukee Tiller replied in a jocu- 
lar manner, ‘I intended to start a jewelry store 
with $100,000 capital.” 


Tiller's Story of the Robbery. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

MILWAUKEE, March 13.—Later this afternoon 
your correspondent was admitted to Tiller’s cell. 
When asked if he was the man who robbed the 
express office, he saia: 

“Well, my name is Prentice Tiller, and 
I suppose I’m the man who took the 
money, Itamounted to about $125,000. I was 
born in Louisville, where my father is a city de- 
tective. I was employed in the office of the 
Pacific Express Company at St. Louis.” 

‘How did you happen to take the money?” 

“On the afternoon of March 
I was in the front office alone, ana the idea 
struck me to rob the safe. I wentinto the back 
room and saw that the watchman was busy. Then 
Iput all the money into two common express 
satchels 

AND SKIPPED, 
Since that time I’ve been in Chicago and here.” 

“Who was the man with you when the robbery 
Was committed?” 

“What man? I was alone.” 

*“Wasn’t there a woman in the business?” 

“No; I was alone.” 

“Will you return to St. Louls without a requisi- 
tion.” 

“Yes, I micht as well.” 

“And plead guilty?” 

“Don’t know about that. Perhaps I will.” 

“How mnch time will you get for this job?” 

“I don’t know. Probably ten years.’ 

“Where were you last night?” 

“I took in the town last nigbt. Do voy 
know it, this is the first 
morning, I haven't read the papers. If I’d seen 
the papers you wouldn't have got me to-day,” and 
while the interview was in progress the Chief, of 
Police interrupted proceedings by inviting all 
present to withdraw in order that the 
goniiemen in the ante-room might have an 
opportunity to see the prisoner, and If possible to 
identity him. One of these gentlemen was Joseph 
Sheperd, general superintendent of the United 
Btates Express Company’s western business; an- 
other. Mr. Field, superintendent of the Pacific

Express Company, with headquarters at St 
Louls, 

THEIR IDENTIFICATION OF TILLER 
proved conclusive, and the scribes were then 
given another chance. Prominent among the 
interviewers was W. H. Todsworth, chief of the 
American Express Company’s city employes. To 
the inquiry by this gentieman, “Were you not in 
our Office Sunday night?” 

Tiller replied, “No.” 

“But you did visit the Express office Sunday 
night,” said Mr. Todsworth, “and when you came 
you wore a wig. What has become of it?” 

“Oh, L dropped that almost immediately after- 
ward,” said the prisoner, thus giving himself 
away unceremoniously. 


Details of MeFadden’s Arrest. 
The Pacific Express robbery came under the 
head of deferred business, It had been arranged 
to take place two weeks before it did, and the 
company’s detectives have a theory as to what 
caused the delay. Tiller’s particular friend, Mc- 
Fadden, has been employed in the machine shops 
of the Missouri Pacific Road at Sherman, Texas, 
for the past year,and there is evidence that the two 


men agreed to meet here on Saturday morning, 
the 17th of February aud arrange for the the rob- 
bery to occur ou Sunday, which was to, be Tiller’s 
day on. On Saturday , afternoon ‘Tiller repre- 
sented to one of the other five 
men who alternated in Sunday 
duty that he had very important business to 
transact next day, and would like to be relieved 
from duty. The other young man agreed to take 
Tiller’s “wateh,” with the understanding that 
the favor was to be returned two wecks later, 
The full explanation for the postponement of the

There 
was nothing to prevent the . stranger 
confederate, alter having once stowed the spolis 
iu a WUNK or some: OLher receptacie for shipment, 
from going boldly tothe depot aud tuking a train 
for any point he chose, taking the trunk with 
him.

MANCLED MINERS. 


One Hundred and Fifty Dead and 
- . Dying Men. 


The Most Terrific Explosion of the Times 
—Only Meager Particulars of the Hor- 
ror at Pocahontas, Va- 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 
LYNCHBURG, VA., March 13.—A special from 


Pocahontas tnis morning says: “An explosion 
occurred in the coal mines fjhere @last; night 
at 12:30. From 120 to 150 miners were killed.” 

AT 1 P. M. 

Lyncusurec, March 13.—No further particu- 
lars have yet been received of the explosion in 
the coal mines at Pocahontas, Va. Great confu- 
sion prevails there. Accurate information can- 
not be had before evening. A special train with 
surgeons on board left this city for the seene of 
the exvlosion at 10:15 this morning. 

THE STORY CONFIRMED, 

PETERSBURG, VA., March 13.—Intelligence just 
received confirms the story of the terrible ex- 
plosion in the coal mines of the Southwest Vir- 
ginia Improvement Company at Pocahontas, 
Tazewell County, this State. The explosion oc- 
curred af 1 o’clock this morning. Particulars 
are very meagre, and nothing can be learned as 
to how it occurred. Over one hundred men are 
known to be killed. These mines are owned by 
a joint stock company composed mostly of north- 
ern capitalists. 

THE MOUNTAIN LIFTED. 

LYNCHBURG, VA., March 13.—All efforts to get 
particulars of the Pocahontas Mine disaster prove 
fruitless. Meagre reports to railroad officials 
here indicate that the explosion lifted a part of 
the mountain, which settled back immediately, 
filling the tunnels and destroying everything in 
them. The night foree at work in the mines num- 
bered nearly 200. A report says the town of Poca- 
hontas is demoralized, and the scene beggars de- 
scription. 

AN APPALLING SPECTACLE. 
LYNCHBURG, VA., March 13.—Further tatelll- 
gence from Pocahontas represents the work of 
destruction at the coal mines as horrible and com- 
plete, There were one hundred and fifty men in 
the mine at the time of the explosion, not one of 
whom it is believed to have escaped. 
Those not killea outright by the terrible 
force of the explosion most likely perished from 
afterdamp. Tue cause of the explosion is not yet 
definitely ascertained. as the entrances to the 
mine are all full of bad air, but the presumption 
is that one miner struck fissure gas.. Severa 
parties ventured into the mines this morning but 
could pot long endure the fonl atmosphere. A 


number of bodies were discovered,  borribly 
mangled, some of them with their 
heads torn from the trunks and 


others were withthe limbs all gone, presenting 
an appalling spectacle. The work of destruction 
was not confined entirely to the interior of the 
mines, but the houses two or three hundred feet 
removed from the mines were overturned, and in 
several instances 

ENTIRELY DEMOLISHED. _ 

The large ventilator of the Southwest Improve- 
ment Company was blown to atoms and the mines 
cannot be entered until another is constructed for 
the purpose of freeing the atmosphere of the 
suffocating fumes. This work is now progressing 
speedily. A large force is engaged on the outside 
of the imines constructing coffins and perfecting 
other arrangements for the interment of the dead 
miners, most of whom were foreigners. 

SIX BODIES RECOVERED. 

The latest intelligence is that an exploring par- 
ty entered the mine a short distance and brought 
out six bodies in a frightfully mutilated condi- 
tion. Thereis no hope that any will be rescued 
alive,

Instructions of an Important Nature Given 
in the Hill Case. 

The counselin the case of Harry D. Hill against 
Britton A. Hili aelivered their argnments in Judge 
Horner’s court to-day. Mr. Gordon, the attorney for 
Britotn A. Hill, occupied the entire morning session 
He was allowed one hour and a quarter by the court 
to make his argument,but in the middle of his speech

parties to coutract a marriage. If. therefore, vou 
find from the evidence that Dayid W. Hill and 
Helena Bushick entered in the city of St. Lonis into 
such a contract of marriage as above defined, and in 
yorsvance of such agreement eohabitated together, 
a good faith aa busband and wife, believed them- 
selves and held themseives out to the world as such, 
and that pleintitl? is the child and only child 
of the union thus formed,then the court instracts you 
that plaintiffis the lawfulson and heir ot saa Hili, 
and as such-is entitled toinherit such real estate as 
said David W. Hill was possessed. of at nis death, pro- 
vided said Hill died without making a will.

Graham dated “Osman Digma’s Camp, March 13, 
11:40 a. m.,” says; “The camp of the enemy bas 
been taken after hard fighting since 8 o’clock 
thismorning. Over seventy British soldiers were 
killed and overa hunared wounded.” A later 
dispateh says: “The bivyouae last night was ex- 
eeedingly unpleasant. The Arabs Kept up a per- 
sistent fusilade until just before daybreak. The 
bright moonlight rendered objects distinctly vis- 
ible at a long distance, but prevented the 
enemy attempting asudden onset. The rebels 
airected their fire especiatly towards the hospital, 
wagons, which avere conspicuous in the moon- 
light. The surgeons and Gen. Graham’s staff of- 
ficers had many narrow eseapes. At sunrise a 
Gardener gun and a nine-pounder were turned 
against the rebels, who were within 1,300 yards 
of the British position, and afforded most excel- 
lent targets. The Arabs were soon compelled to 
retire to their main position near the Tamai 
Wells. Col, Stewart’s cavalry arrived at 6:30 
o’clock and took position on the British left, so 
as to turn the enemy’s right.”’

THE NEW ESTATE. 
In 1877 General STONEMAN espoused the 
cause of the people of California against the 
Central Pacific monopoly with such effect 
that he has been a prominent leader in the 
struggie ever since. After serving as Rail- 
road Commissioner, his efforts in behalf of 
the people, though unavailing, resulted in 
his nomination for Governor by the Demo- 
crats and his election. Butin the office of 
Governor he has seen theConstitution and the 
laws of the State defied and trampled on by 
the monopoly, and when the latter flung in 
his face the recent remarkable decision of 
Justice Freip in the tax cases, and pro- 
posed to end the fight on terms dictated by 
the monopolists, he issued a proclamation 
calling the Legislature in extra session for 
the purpose of considering certain proposed 
amendments to the Constitution and laws 
for the better protection of the people. In 


this proclamation the Governor says: 
For four years the chief railroad compani és of 


. this State have refused to obey the laws imposing 


taxes upon their property. Legal actions instt- 
tuted against{them to enforce collection,after hav- 
ing been, under various pretexts, delayed, have 
lately been terminated by proceedings through 
which it was practically established that while 
nothing was legally collectible from these corpo- 
ratious, yet the State was willing to accept what- 
ever, they, in their discretion, saw fit to accord. 
The humiliating attitude in which the State of 
California is thus placed must fillthe heart of 
every public-spirited citizen with regret and mor- 
tification, whilst the disturbance of our whole 
financial system, caused by the repeated and per- 
sistent delinquency of the companies, no wise 
man should willingly permit to continue. More 
stringent and effective measures for the collection 
of revenues from railroads are imperatively de- 
manded. ‘rhe present condition ot affairs also 
demands a change with reference to’ the regula- 
tion of the business of transportation compa- 
hies., 

The system of electing Railroad Commissioners 
from districts bas not give satisfaction. A wide- 
spread discontent exists, engendered by delay in 
adjusting atariff of freights and fares. If the 
results so long hoped for from a Ratroad Com- 
mission are ever to be attained it must be through 
arevisionofthe Constitution and laws on this 
subject, 

This is the work of a single corporation, 
whose entire capita] was a gift from the pub- 
lic, but which, ina few years, began to con- 
trol the Pacific States like a conquering sov- 
ereign, and now lays our transcontinental 
trafic under exorbitant contributions, dis- 
criminating as it pleases against localities 
and firms, and subjugating courts, Legisla- 
tures, and party conventions to its will, 

If such is the fruit of the shrub, what may 
we not expect from the full grown tree? We 
now have single corporations controlling 
3,000 miles of railway, vast empires of land, 
and carrying on great iron foundries, con- 
struction shops and other manufact- 
uring enterprises, besides gobbling up all the 
valuable mineral districts and running im- 
mense mining enterprises. Yetit is affirmed, 
and is probably true, that we are only at the 
beginning of an era of great corporate un- 
dertakings, and that a few years hence we 
shall have more companies controlling $1,000,- 
00u,000 each than we now have of companies 
controlling $100,000,000 each. Isit not time 
to provide some curb for these enormous ag- 
gregations of capital and power—some pro- 
tection for the individual citizen and for the 
State? 

There was a time in Europe when the only 
safety forany ordinary person, or any vil- 
lage, was under such protection as some 
powerful baron chose to grantin return for 
allegiance, subsidies or servitude. Our 
Constituiion abolished all that, and in- 
stituted a government to secure to all men 
equality of political and civil rights, and no 
greater inequality of wealth than naturally 
results from the difference between indi- 
vidual efforts and fortunes. But what can 
individual efforts and opportunities accome 
plish in conflict with these gigantic aggre- 
gations of wealth and power? How long 
will it be before we are all the retainers and 
dependents of these corporations, as our 
forefathers were the retainers and depend- 
ents of the barons?

German Parties. 
From the Springfield Repub-ican. 

One of our German residents recalls the fact 
that the term secessionist in German politics has 
been applied to one wing of the National Liberal 
party which split off in 1879, opposing the pro- 
tective tariff of Bismarck. A dispatch, this 
morning, indicates that this faction has united 
with the Progressists to make the “German- 
Liveral” party, It will stand on the platform of 
strict adherence to the Constitution, annual ap- 
propriations, universal suffrage and the protec- 
tion of the ballot from espionage, compensation 
for the members of the Reichstag, liberty of the 
press, of public meetings, and of association, 
equality af all men before the law and equal 
toleration of all sects, economic progress, the 
suppression of state socialism (by which is meant 
Bismarck’s scheme of general life insurance), 
just taxation and the exemptionof the neces- 
saries of life. This was substantiaily Lasker’s 
programme and it was one with which Americans 
in the main sympathize. Germany bad had 
only a low tariff for a generation, and Dr. Lasker 
and most of the Liberal statesmen and scholars 
strenuously opposed the high tariff of Bismarck. 
It remains to be seen which was right. 


Arthur’s Attire. 

From the Chicago Times. 
The firm of tailors that performs the important 
public function of keeping the Presidential ward- 
robe constantly supplied with apparel has been 
discovered and interviewed by a New York corre- 
spondent. The head of the establishment says 
that the President is his best customer. “I 
imagine he is rather fond of dress,” says the 
tallor naively, “for he wears more clothes than 
any other customer we have.” The public is also 
informed “that he has a particular fondness for 
five-button cutaway coats of any dark material. 
They are made to fit very snugly inthe back and 
his sleeves are reasonably tight. They certainly 
show his figure off to better advantage than a 
frock coat. In the matter of trousers he is par- 
ticular. They must be cut in the military style 
more than anything else. They fit quite taste- 
fully, but are cut straight up and down, like the 
trousers of the officers at West Point.” It must 
be said for his tailors thatthe President’s aitire 
is always unexceptionable. Itisto be regretted 
that there is no one so well qualified to provide 
him with statesmanship as to supply him with 
clothes.

Minister to Germany to please Bismarck, but to 
represent Americans, and the best proof that he 
seems to be doing this 1s that he has incurred the 
enmity of atyrant by refusing to cringe to him. 
This is an American trait which is sometimes put 
aside by Our Ministers abroad, and the more Sar- 
gentis snubbed onthat account the more ap- 
proval he will win at home.

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THE DYNAMITE MURUVER. 


John B. Griffin Guilty of Murder in the 


. First Degree.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 13.—The triai of 
John B. Griffin, indicted with Seneca B. Miller 
and Geo, Mulkins for the murder of Samuel 
Groener, was beguu and ended yesterday in (ie 
court of Oyer and Termiver.

The affair 
has indirectly got into court, a livery siabie 
keeper named Regan having sued beardslee, 
trainer of Athlone, for §300. This money was 
bet on Carson at the instance of Beardslee, who’ 
guaranteed Regan that Athlone, in the same 
race, would not in the way. Athlone won, 
however, giving Regan, as he claims, the double 
cross; bence the suit. It is a nasty mess all 
around, and shows to what resorts turf scoun- 
drejls will go when they will not stop at poisoning 
a valuable horse. Mike Welsh, trainer of Carson, 
is positive the horse was poisoned, and it will be 
many a day before he is able to start in another 
race. Among those boynced to-day is the former 
trainer of Carter Harrison and one of the Ma- 
honey brothers. Beardsilev leit for his home last 
night, claiming sickness in his iamily. The opin- 
jou is almost universal that he will be ruied off. 
The Chicago Tribune special 0a the same sub- 
ject says: “In the Lonisville Jockey Club races 
over a Week ago Carson was defeated in a mile- 
and-a-quarter race by Athlone, the former being 
the favorie. Mike Weleh, Carson’s trainer, 
claimed the horse had been poisoned, and made 
charges agaiust a colored rubber, Dick Parks, 
who disappeared the day after the race, 
Redmond, the tout, was charged with having 
been seen in company with the rubber the night 
and mornlg petore the race, and both had muney 
aftér the race, The judges made an investiga- 
tion.

Holding his old white sloucl: hat by the brim» 
Matt Lewis stood in his eell-door this morning, 
and, as he shook down the crown and then dented 
the top, he looked as pleasant as any of the thou- 
sands who, on waking this morning, found a 
bright sun dispelling the gray morning mist. Giv- 


ing his kinky hair a pretiminary brush, Matt set 
his hat on, ana, starting across the floor, bid the 
rds a pleasant good morning. The prisoners 
iad not yet awakened and the only other persons 
on the floor were two trusties who were preparing 
the guards’ breakiast table. ’ 

“Howdo you feel, Matt?” asked one of the 
guards. 

“First rate,” he replied, andthe broad smile 
that litup his face testifiea the truth of his 
answer. 

After afew turns on the flour he walked up to 
the desk and engaged in conversation with the 
guards, remarking: “Weil, I’ve got one more day 
to live. That’s not very long, is ii?” When Jatlor 
Siegmund called on Lewis he was speaking of his 
own funeral, and to divert his attention he said; 
“Well, Matt, what do you think you wouid like 
for dinner to-day?” 

“Ob, lL haven’t been thinking much about what. 
I’m going to eat, Mr. Siegmund. This ain’t the 
time for thinking about such things. Anything 
will do for me.” 

The Jailer suggested that Matt had eatena 
hearty meal yesterday, and proposed a spring, 
chicken, to whieh the man readily assented, but 
wih a readiness apparently resulting 
rather from his desire to dispose of 
a subject which did not interest him 
thun the anticipation of a good meai. 
‘Early this morning Sheriff Mason called at the 
Four Conrts to take possession of the man, as re, 
quired by law.
